He will 
then proceed to China, where he will make an 
indefinite visit, after which he will travel by 
way of the Transsiberian railway to Europe 
General. Miles says that he enjoyed his 
southern trip. He was given splendid recep- 
tions in all the important towns, and was re- 
ceived courteously by the natives. He found 
the troops in good shape. He adds that the

Hearing in Libel Suit.

PARIS RAGEDY 18 RETOLD 


RUSSIAN SINGER DESCRIBES KILL- 
_ ING OF MES. ELLEN GORE. 


Only Witness to the Alleged Accidental 

Shooting of American Woman at 
the Frenth Capital Taken to the 
Room Where Her Death Occurred 
and Every Scene Is Re-enacted— 
Man Under Suspicion Is Released 
United States Will Investigate.

PARIS, Nov. 24.—The scene of the tragedy 
in which Mrs. Ellen Gore lost her life last 
Wednesday was reproduced today in the 
death chamber. De Rydenski, the Russian 
singer whom the American woman was 
visiting at the time she met her death, re- 


|} acted the tragedy in the presence of the 


French officers of justice under the practice 
of the French law, which requires the recon- 
struction of the tragedy in the presence of 
officials under exactly the same conditions 
as it was originally enacted. He was after- 
wards released. 

« @ragedy Is Described. 

The chamber was arranged as on the night 
of the fatality and the same weapon was 
placed in De Rydenski's hand to act out his 
version. As far as known, the prisonerrwent 
through the ordeal without wavering from 
his first story of the accidental fall of the re- 
volver. 

De Rydenski said that he was lying on the 
bed, fully dressed, while Mrs. Gore was 
seated at the foot of the bed, her legs hang- 
ing down on the side nearest the wall and 
her head thrown backwards on the feather 
quilt, which had been rolled to form a 
cushion. Wishing to take something from 
the night table, he said, he knocked off the 
revolver. The weapon was discharged and 
the bullet struck Mrs. Gore in the face. 


| Rydenski Is Set Free. 

As a result of today’s examination, the 
examining magistrate has decided to set 
De Rydenski at liberty provisionally. 

Before the party left the house M. Ber- 
tillon, the criminologist, who also is in- 
vestigating the case on behalf of the police, 
arrived and took several photographs of 
the room after asking Rydenski to place 
everything in exactly the same position it 
occupied at the moment of the tragedy. It 
is reported that as he did this Rydenski 
evinced considerable emotion. He after- 
wards left in a cab, escorted by two police- 
men, who conducted him tothe prison, where 
the necessary formalities attending his dis- 
charge from custody were completed, 


America Is Interested. 


The case assumed an international aspect 
today when Consul General Gowdy received 
a cable dispatch from Assistant Secretary of 
State Hill at Washington instructing him 
to have a thorough investigation made into 
the cause of Mrs. Gore’s death. The cor- 
sul general immediately applied to the au- 
thorities to have the body transferred to 
his control, and appointed the following 
Americans to make an examination of the 
body and submit a report to him: Dr. Mag- 
nin, a physician of the Americam hospital; 
Dr. Whitman, an examiner of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society; and Dr. Tanner. 

The authorities have acceded to Consul 
General Gowdy’s request for an examination 
of the body at the morgue by a board of 
surgeons. The investigation will probably 
take place tomorrow. 


May Change Popular Theory. 

The questions before the American med- 
ical commission are delicate, for their con- 
clusions as to the course of the bullet may 
conflict with those of the French medical 
experts. The latter base the accident the- 
ory on the upward range of the bullet, but 
the American officials believe that an inde- 
pendent autopsy will establish the fact that 
the range was almost horizontal, thus indi- 
cating a direct shot from an aimed weapon. 

The United States consulate staff also is 
taking the depositions of witnesses inde- 
pendent of those taken by the French offi- 
cials. So far this action has not developed 
any new features, but the depositions fur- 
nish a complete and unprejudiced history 
of the case and will be forwarded to the state 
department at Washington. 

Consul Gowdy will be represented at the ex- 
amination of De Rydenski, in whose apart- 
ment Mrs. Gore was killed, but as an observ- 
er, as care will be taken not to create an 
impression that there is the least official 
doubt of the thoroughness of French jus- 
tice.

Leaders Change Sides.

Party lines were 
not observed during the debate, several 
unionist members supporting Sir William 
Harcourt’s amendment to censure the gov- 
ernment for its action. 


United States a Factor. 

The possible attitude of the United States 
government in this question entered largely 
into the debate. Mr. Thomas Shaw, liberal, 
maintained that in order to live up to the 
terms of the convention Great Britain would 
be compelled to enforce the countervailing 
duties against the United States and Rus- 
sia, with the result that the West Indies 
would be robbed of their best customer, as 
the United States now took four-fifths of 
the West Indian produce. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who, on rising to make 
his last speech prior to his south African trip, 
was loudly cheered, declared that Great 
Britain must carry out its fiscal system in.its 
own way without the slightest reference to 
the opinion of foreign countries. 

The abnegation of the government's atti- 
tude at the sugar conference, he said; wong 
be a breach of international faith. The aboli- 
‘tion of the sugar bountiés was merely a mat- 
ter of common justice to the West Indies, 
while, at the same time, such action restored 


the relations between capital and labor and 
production and exchange to their natural 
phase. 


He maintained that even if the pecuniary 
sacrifice that those in Great Britain might 
make in paying a trifle more for their sugar 
were twice as great they still were bound to 
abolish the bounties and to relieve the West 
Indies on the grounds of national honor and 
justice to all parts of the empire. 


Germans Hard to Overreach. 


An East Indian planter gives this account 
of Lord Curzon’s measures for checking the 
importation of German bounty fed sugar: 
“The planters of Ceylon, Mauritius, and 
other British possessions were shut out of 
India when their sugar was undersold by the 
German sugar exported under the bounty 
system, and Curzon came to their rescue by 
imitating the American policy and levying 
a countervailing duty. 

A German cartel at once made arrange- 
ments for increasing the shipping bounties 
and overreaching these duties. Curzon re- 
plied by enlarging the countervailing duties. 
The German exporters next took advantage 
of a technical error by which Belgium was 
omitted from the schedule of countervailing 
duties, but Curzon remedied the defect and 
forced the Germans to invent some other de- 
vice for depriving the British planters of 
their natural market. Probably they have 
found a new method of evading Indian leg- 

One must not only get up early but stay 
up all night in order to get ahead of German 
cartels. As for the British West Indies, 
nothing has been done for them by the home 
government, and they have been left de- 
pendent upon the countervailing duties lev- 
ied against bounty sugar in the American 
market. 


Colonies Not Done Justice. 


The indifference with which the colonial 
interests are regarded by Harcourt and 
other liberals is not justified by the sta- 
tistics of trade for the last nine months. 
These disclose an increase of over £10,000,000 
in exports to the colonies and a decrease of 
£20,000,000 to foreign countries. 

Since 1900 the exports to Canada alone 
have Increased £2,000,000, and the losses in 
trade with Germany, Japan, France, and 
Argentina have wiped out the gains im ex- 
ports to the United States. 

Mr. Chamberlain was evidently touched by 
the warmth and sincerity of the reception 
accorded him, as such demonstrations of 
respect were markedly in contrast with the 
ostentatious and rather theatrical prepara- 
tions for his departure today, which seem to 
imply that he is a semi-royal personage in- 
stead of the champion of tory democracy 
and a businesslike representative of the 
middle class of England. 


Royalty Deserts Windsor. 

Windsor was deserted by royalty yester- 
day, the king of Portugal starting for Lord 
Amherst’s country house, Edward VII. for 
Lord Farquhar's, and the queen for Sand- 
ringham. 

The royal trains are constantly in use dur- 
ing the present reign and each leading rail- 
way company has constructed at its own 
expense a specia! train, which is reserved 
for the exclusive use of royalty. One com- 
pany has two trains, one for the king and the 
other for the queen. These trains are paid 
for by the king’s or the queen’s treasurer 
on the following plan: A first class fare is 
charged for every member of the royal party 
and a shilling is added for each inile traveled. 
The companies hardly need royal advertise- 
ment and are not adequately compensated 
for the service rendered and the suspension 
and disturbance of traffic. I. N. F.

CABLE DEAL, [5 COMPLETE 


TERMS MADE BY UNITED STATES 
FORMALLY ANNOUNCED. 


Charts and Other Data of Pacific Se- 
cured by the Navy Department Are 
to Be Turned Over to the Commer- 
cial Company—No Exclusive Rights 
Are Given and the Government Re- 
tains the Power to Seize System in 
Case of War—Time Limit Is Defined. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—The arrange- 
ments by which the deep sea soundings and 
surveys made by the Nero under the direc- 
tion of the navy department are to be turned 
over to the Commercial Cable company for 
use in laying the Pacific cable beyond the 


-Hawallan islands were completed today. 


The representatives of the cable company 
‘examined the charts at the department and 
expressed themselves as highly| gratified 
with the thoroughness of the work. Dupli- 
cate sete of the charts have been prepared 
and will be turned over to the company as 
soon as the contract prepared by the attor- 
ney general is signed. This will be in a few 
days. 

The only provision of the terms laid down 
by the government to which the company 
took exception was that providing for 
American operatives. This was modified at 
the request of the company to provide for 
American operatives when obtainable. The 
charts will carry the cable beyond the Ha- 
waiian islands to Midway islands, and from 
the Midway islands toGuam. From Guam 
two links will extend, one to Manila and 
the other to Yokohama. 


Conditions for Concession. 


In a statement regarding the concessions, 
given out by the attorney general today, the 
following conditions are made: N 

“The president having duly considered 
said application hereby consents that the 
said company may lay, construct, and main- 
tain and operate telegraphic lines and cables 
on the Pacific coast of the United States

A line from the Philippines to China 
shall be constructed by said company with- 
in one year and operated independently of 
all foreign companies and concerns, 

„The rates to be charged for commercial 
messages shall be reasonable and in no case 
in excess of the tariff set forth in congres- 
sional document No. 368, house of repre- 
sentatives fifty-seventh congress first ses- 
sion. 

“The government of the United States,

“The United States government does not 
insure or indemnify said Commercial Pacific 
Cable company against any landing rights 
claimed to exist in favor of any company or 
companies in respect to any of the insular 
possessions of the United States.

LIFE SAVERS BRAVE STORM 
AND RESCUE SHIP’S CREW. 


Five Men Taken from a Schooner Off 
Chatham, Mass., When All Seem 
Doomed—Vessel Damaged. Severely. 


Chatham, Mass., Nov. 24.—[Special.}— 
Keeper Kelley and crew of the Monomoy 
Point life saving station rescued Capt. Milton 
and crew of four men from the badly battered 
schooner George R. Smith this afternoon in 
the face of a heavy southwest gale and a 
raging sea over the rips off the Shovelful 
shoal. The Smith is from Bangor, bound to 
Fire island, with a cargo of lumber. 

The schooner was caught in a southwest 
storm Saturday evening and was obliged to 
anchor near the shoal. When the tide turned 
west it kicked up a frightful sea, washing all 
over the vessel, sweeping away the boat with 
ite davits, tearing off bulwarks, breaking the 
bobsta,", filling the cabin, and causing the 
boat to leak so badly that it would have gone 
to the bottom at once except for the cargo. 

Distress signals were displayed. Soon after 
the sheet anchor chain parted and nothing 
stood between the crew and death in the 
breakers, except the small anchor with its 
sixty fathoms of small chain. Capt. Kelley 
of the life savers said tonight: 

We saw the distress signal as soon as it 
was displayed and immediately launched our 
new self-bailing lifeboat. The sea was a wild 
one, but our craft behaved beautifully. 

“ It was one of the worst trips I ever ex- 
perienced, but we were enabled finally to 
fetch alongside the schooner. We lost no 


time in getting all hands into our boat and }

T. WASHINGTON DENIED. 


Brig. Gen. Wright of the War Depart- 
ment, in Interview at Memphis, 
Gives What He Declares to Be the 
Facts About Alleged Incident at 
White House—Says Colored Educa- 


vate Office Alone 


Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 24. — [Special.] — 
Booker Washington did not dine at the White 
house table as the guest of President Roose- 
volt and family, is the startling announce- 
ment made by Gen. Marcus J. Wright of the 
war department at Washington, who has 
been visiting in Memphis for a number of 


days. 
What Really Happened. 

“The whole truth of the matter is this.“ 
eaid Gen. Wright. President Roosevelt had 
been anxious for some time to obtain a truth- 
ful Nght on the situation im the south Fi- 
nally, at the suggestion of a number of south- 
ern and northern men of both great political 
parties, he sent a message to Booker Wash- 
ingtom, asking him to come to the capital for 
conference regarding the negro, his needs, 
and his capabilities Washington came, and 
the conference, which was started in the 
president’s executive office and was changed 
to his private office because of repeated inter- 
ruptions, continued for five houre. 


Lunch in Private Office. 

“Tn the midst of the conference between 
the president and Washington lunch was sent 
in to the chief executive of the nation. De- 
siting to continue the conversation, and, 
rather than lose the time necessary for 
Washington to go lunch, President Roose- 
velt thereupon ordered that lunch be served 
to the negro educaton ip the same room. 

Now, this was all there was to that story. 
Washington did not dine at the White house 
table, did not break bread with the presi- 
dent’s wife and daughter, and was in no 


equality.“ 

Aaked why the president had never seen 
fit to have this statement made public, Gen. 
Wright replied: 

Because he is too great a man. He be- 
lieved it was beneath him to deny a story so 
palpably false and that the truth would in 
time prevail.

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SOLVES PUZZLE OF LIVING 


‘SHOWS HOW $200 A YEAR 18 
ENOUGH FOR SINGLE PERSON. 


Prof. J. Seett Clark of Northwestern 
Potnts to the Experience of Stu- 
dents to 58 m His Contention— 
Woman Finery Offers Difficult 
Problem in Her Case — Family of 
Four on North Side Keeps Its An- 
nual Expenses Under $480. 


Prof. J. Scott Clark of Northwestern unil- 
versity, who knows how a youp@ mas or 
young woman. should go about it to tive and 
dress decently on $200 a year, was busy yes- 
terday telling others how to doit. The pro- 
fessor disclaimed any attempt to furnish 
pointers to a married couple on the lowest 
amount necessary for their living expensas 
without first making the acquaintance of the 
wife. 

When he was asked if he had meant in 
his Sunday afternoon church Jeoture te impiy 
that a man and wife could live comfartahly 
on 6900 a year and save money, he remove 
his eyeglasses, saddied them on his right 
thumb, and confided to the end of his fore- 


finger: 

Well, no, I did not mean to convey tha“ 
impression. You see, it all depends on the 
woman—on the wife. I know some wives 
who are so frugal and ingenious that they 
can make both ends meet on $300. But they 
are few. It is so often the case thata young 
woman is so brought up that after marriage 
she becomes not a helpmeet but a help eat. 

Prot. Peter Miller says the average an- 
nual éarnings of the wage worker in America 
are $437, but I don’t profess to say how much 
of that amount the family should spend. My 
statements on the subject have reference 
solely to the unmarried, independent person. 
From personal experience I am certain that 
such a man or woman can live 
an $200 a year.” 

How a Single Man May Live. 
nen pressed for a detailed statement of 
expenditures, Prof. Clark submitted the fol- 
lowing as applicable to the circumstances of 
a man: 


Board and lodging. at $2a week .--$104 
Clothing (on: — two pairs of trousers, over- 
coat, and su 


* So, you see,” smiled the professor, as 
he readjusted his glasses and leaned a hand 
on each knee, this is a thing that can be 
done. But Im afraid that should all the 
young men in Chicago commence living on 
that schedule tomorrew two-thirds of the 
saloons would be closed within the week— 
yes, and the vaudeville shows, too.“ 

Do you consider it possible for the aver- 
age workingman.to get board and lodging 
in Chicago for $2 a week?” was asked. | 

„Tes, replied Prof. Clark, Right here 
in expensive Evanston scores of students 
are living on that amount. They club to- 
gether for their board, and I find that their 
food costs them between $1 and $1.50 per 
head each week. When two or more stu- 
dents room together each pays about 30 
cents a week for lodging. There is no rea- 
son why workingmen should not ,club to- 
gether for the reduction of expenses just 
like these students. They club together for 
the regulation of their wages; why not also 
for the regulation of their expenses?’ 


Woman’s Expenses an Enigma. 

When asked if he considered it possible for 
a working woman to keep her expenses with- 
in the limit of $200, Prof. Clark hesitated and 
admitted that his cold calculations were dis- 
turbed by the sentiment involved in this 

of the matter. 

„ There are the clothes to be considered in 
the case of the girl.” sighed the professor, as 
he pondered on his theory. No one will 
deny that it is the right and duty of woman 
to make herself attractive. She would re- 
quire probably $50 a year for clothes, and 
perhaps as much as 878.“ 

To an inquiry as to opportunities for young 
women employed as clerks to obtain board 
and lodging for $2 a week, the instructor con- 
ceded that a woman probably would have to 
pay at least $2.60 per week. 

* But I have no patience with women in the 
big stores downtown who are working for 
starvation wages, he quickly added. Why 
don’t they go to work as servants in families? 
Then they would live comfortably and put 
aside at least $100 a year. It's all false pride 
that keeps them where they are.“ 


Live on $480 4 Year. 

Prof. Clark’s réluctancy to assert that a 
married man might support his family on 
$900 a year was given added weight by THE 
TRIBUNE’s investigation of the circum- 
stances of a typical wageworker’s family. 

Frederick Penchtier is a laundryman liv- 
dng in Goethe street, between Wells street 
and La Salle avenue. His family consiste 
of his wife and two children under 4 years of 
age. By working over sixteen hours a day 
and half of Sunday, husband and wife man- 
age to earn an average of $40 a month. Their 
annual expenses as given by Mrs. Penchtler

That leaves a trifie over $40 for incidentals 
and the thousand and one expenses that 
arise unforeseen in the care of children. 


Unable to Save Money. 

“ years we have made enough to be 
able to save $100, but living is so high now 
that is impossible. My husband and I work 
all the time washing and troning clothes. 
Sometimes I do not have two hours sleep ina 
night. Three years ago I could make $3 do 
for our food a whole week, but now $5 is hard- 
ly enough. 

At the suggestion that a married couple 
might live on $300 a year, Mrs. Penchtler 
raised her arms fresh from the soap suds in 
a comprehensive gesture of astonishment. 

“It can't be done even with only two in 
the family. And when the little ones come 
it begins to cost a sight more.” 

Asked what recreation she was able to take 
or to give her children the mother replied: 

“TI can get no time for such things. When 
the washing is done I must cook the meals, 


and when the dishes are washed I must go to 
ironing, and if I have an hour to myself of a 
Sunday afternoon, I always find that the 
children's clothes need mending.” ;

TEN CENT DANCE 
LOSS TO UNION. 


Musicians A bout to Join Social 
Purity Crusade to Close 
Cheap Halls. 


URGE A MORAL REFORM. 


These Affairs, They Say, Cut Down: 
- Attendance at “Grand 
Annual Balls.“ 


Union musicians have joined the social 
purity crusade and begun an attack on cheap 
dance halls. They say there are scores of 
dances held every Sunday afternoon and 
evening all over the city, for which an ad- 
mission of 10 or 15 cents is charged, and 
which are attended by large numbers of 
young girls. 

Incidentally the musicians say these cheap 
dances are instrumental in keeping legitimate 
societies from holding grand annual balls 
and receptions,” and that this hurts the 
music business. So many people go to the 
10 cent dances that the crowds are small at 
the more pretentious affairs, which usually 
charge from 50 cents to $1. 

The Federation of Musicians has appointed 
a committee consisting of E. L. Wright, W. 
R. Barton, and Thomas F. Kennedy, who 
are to draw up resolutions for adoption at 
the next meeting. These resolutions will 
denounce the Sunday dances as catering 
to a vicious element, and the clergy of the 
city will be called upon to join the crusade 
against them, It is not unlikely that an ap- 
peal will be made to the city council. Inad- 
dition to the Sunday dances, the musicians 
will attack the men who operate dance halls 
under the guise of dancing schools and there 
by cut under the union scale of wages. 


See Profit in Sociel Reform. 
The musicians claim that the struggle for 


social reform along North Clark, West Madi- 


son, and Wells streets, Lincoln, Clybourn, 
Milwaukee, and Cottage Grove avenues, goes 
hand in hand with their own interests as 
union men. 

This is not a fight for union recognition,” 
said E. L. Wright, secretary of the Federa-~ 
tion of Musicians, kor, as a rule, all these 


cheap places employ members of our union. 
E who has looked in upon them will 


e with us that they are a bad thing for 
the young. In addition to this people will not 
pay high prices for tickets to receptions and 
balls given by legitimate societies when they 
can dance any Sunday night for 10 tents.

TALKS OF CITY SCHOOLS. 


PRESIDENT BUTLER OF COLUMBIA 
OPENS LECTURE COURSE. 


Speake at Auditorium to 500 People, 
Members of Municipal Association 
and Teachers—Praises Chicago’s 
Educational System and Urges Still | 
Further Breaking Away from Tra- 
dition and Adapting Iustruction te 


Y, 


President Nicholas Murray Butler ot Co- 
lumbia university delivered an address on 
“ Municipal Education last evening at the 
Auditorium, as the inaugural speaker in the 
lecture course organized by the Municipal 
Lecture association. 

Before an audience of 500, principally per- 
sons interested in the public school question 
of Chicago, Dr. Butler outlined his conception 
of the needs of educational systems in large 
cities and pointed out the methods by which 
public servants should aim to give children 
the most wholesome and many sided 
ment. 

George R. Peck, president of the lecture as- 
sociation, introduced the speaker. The other 
members of the reception committee, who oc- 
cupied seats. on the stage, were: Thomas A. 
Moran, Franklin H. Head, John Barton 
Payne, D. B. Lyman, and Judge Orrin N. 


Praises the Chicago School. 


Tam particularly happy.“ said Dr. Butler, 
“to be addressing you of Chicago on this 
subject of municipal education, for what the 
superintendent of the Chicago public schools 
has accomplished in the last two vears has 
been.epoch making not only for Chicago but 
for all other cities. The changes that have 
been wrought to adapt the school system to 
the expanded needs of a great and ever grow- 
ing metropolis are for reaching. 

1 believe that the public schools in this 
country today are just what the people in 
each city wish them to be. For, behind all 
laws, all administration, there must lie the 
public conviction that the educational system 
must be of the best before such condition can. 
be attained.” 


Old System Out of Date. 


The speaker reviewed the history of com- 
mon school edutation in America and dwelt 
on a plea to break away from the influence of 
the town school system of New England. 

“ The idea has been prevalent for several 
generations, he continued, that a certain 
set of studies which we call the curriculum 
has been agreed upon by all concerned as the 
proper education of youth. And of that sys- 
tem of education the three Rs’ have long 
been considered the essential part. Yet it re- 
mains a fact that the ‘three Rs’ taken by 
themselves are scarcely worth having. Alone 
they would be pitifully inadequate to develop 
to their fullness the powers of the child, 
What we want today beside the three Rs’ 
is that the youth shall be taught to see, to 
hear, and to remember. For this purpose the 
ordinary curriculum is incomplete, impov- 
erished, inadequate; we want to see it broad- 
ened and enriched. 

The curriculum of which the three Rs’ 
are the center has survived from the system 
of education in vogue in the later middle 
ages. But today we do not wish to train a 
child into the man of that time or of 200 years 
ago; we wish to develop him for the fuller life 
of the twentieth century, and for that purpose 
modern schools are more efficient than those 
based upon the ideas of one or two genera- 
tions ago.“ 


Housing of the Children. 


President Butler described the manifold 
responsibilities of management that confront 
boards of education in large cities, and inci- 
dental to the subject of housing schoo! chil- 
dren he stopped to exclaim: 

J am just unorthodox enough to believe it 
better that forty pupils should be under the 
care of a single teacher while sixty run the 
streets and fields than that the whole hun- 
dred should be packed into the one room 
without the proper sanitary conditions. 
Speak! educationally, I cannot believe 
that the conditions that obtain in the con- 
gested districts of our large cities are either 
healthful or wholesome." 

Dr. Butler will return to New York this 
morning. The next address of the aasocia- 
tion series will be delivered probably after 
the holidays by either ex-President Cleveland 
or Mayor Low of New York.

The Allied Printing 
Trades council discovered that Conkey 
shipped a great deal of printed matter into 
Chicago by freight, and this has to be hauled 
from the railroad Warehouses.

Notice was served on members of the spe 
cial order union by a number of manufae- 
turers that they must abide by the decision | 
of the American Federation of Labor and 
join the other union, but the order was not 
immediately effective. : 

The United Garment Workers tsesued a 
statement claiming a membership in Chicago 
of 7,000 of which 60 per cent are engaged in 
special order work. It is claimed that the 
wages of high class workmen they control 
is 30 per cent above the special order average 
and the special order people will benefit by 
joining the organization.

CASTLE REA, County Roscommon, Ire- 


jand, Nov. 13.—Imagine, if possible, the suf- 
fering and privation of the worst.of the 
slums of Chicago increased threefold, and 
you dave the picture of the congested dis- 
iets of western Ireland today. 

It is a section of the country where there 
are but two classes of people—the poor and 
the destitute, with the line of division scarce- 
ly discernible. There are hardly any resi- 
gent gentry; there are a few prosperous 
traders and salaried officials, but all the 
people are either poor or on the verge of 


extreme poverty. 


In stretches of black bog and barren waste 
these people are fighting for a living under 
gonditions which are unknown even among 
the miserably destitute in the United States. 
mH it were not for the mutual assistance 
they lend each other out of their poverty 
“4 cee would be terrible in some cases. 

it even under these desperate - 
tions, the people aid each other, * 2 
poor, in the main, support the destitute. 


Plague Spot of Ireland. 


Within a ten mile radius from the town of 


Castie Rea can be found all the conditions 
Which are typical of western Ireland, the 
plague spot of the Irish country. It is one 
story of suffering, except on one estate 
Where government purchase and control is 
seeking, and most successfully, too, to im- 
preve conditions. 

On every hand vou find people without 
shoes, with clothing that a beggar would not 
pick up, banging to their wasted bodies. 
Husbands and sons are forced to spend nine 
months of each year at hard work on the 
farm lands of England to pick up, by the ut- 
most saving, $50 or $60 for the season to pay 
the rent on the home patches and pre- 
vent their families being turned out on the 
roads by the constabulary, directed by a 
tent. exacting landlord. And all wear the 
marks that conquest and servitude in- 
variably stamp on a people. 

On little patches, ranging from one to six 
acres, and that, too, land reclaimed after 
Fears of the hardest labor from the black 
rasp of the bogs and waste, families of ten. 
and twelve members work like beasts rather 
than human beings in a desperate effort to 
tke out two meals of potatoes a day. In 
dome instances as many as twenty-six peo- 
ple are ci amped into one stunted, damp, 
reeking stone surrounded on all sides 
by the bogs, paying heavy rents and forced 


to the hardest labor and extreme privation 


in the effort to keep life in their bodies. 


Storm Center of the Battle. 

The estate of Lord De Freyne is the storm 
center of the battle. On this tract of 55,000 
acres there are approximately 2,000 tenants. 
This does not mean that each tenant has an 
equal percentage of this land. The good soil 


fis hedged in with earthern mounds and given 


over to the grazing of cattle. By far the 
large majority of the tenants are pughed off 
and herded’ on the ‘bogs ahd marsh®¥, and 
their holdings do not exteed eight acres in 
extent. The great number hold patches of

> Year after year the mass of the people have 


been swept off the good lands and. driven 
further int6 the bogs, there to again take 


up the continuous grind of trying to reclaim.

When, after eight or ten years, they suc- 
seeded in making a new patch arable the 
hand of the landlord closed on them again 
and he took the work of their hands, the 
people again moving further into the damp 
and marsh. 

It is because of this age long system that 
Sonditions are now such in this part of Ire- 
land as almost to terrify even those who 
have fought for years for land reform. Asa 
feguit, where good lands stretch away in 
great tracts there are no people. The soil is 
tramped over by cattle and sheep. But in 
the black of the bogs and the barren lands 
the people are herded on little patches that 
fannot support in the most meager way a 
Single family without outside assistance. 


Contrast on the Dillon Estate. 


- Adjoining the De Freyne estate is the 
Sreat tract of 90,000 acres which formerly 
Owned Lord Dillon as its landlord. But 
this has been purchased by the British 
gevernment, and, under the direction of the 
congested districts boards, holdings are be- 
ing enlarged and each tenant has the right 
purchase his own land. Drainage has 
Deen established, and modern houses, built 


>= with some regard for sanitation, have been 


erected. By the terms of purchase allowed, 
the tenant is given a reduction of $1.50 on 
ach $5 of rent which he paid under the 
landiord régime. He is allowed further to 
Geduct 46 cents on each $5 for drainage work 
performed on the land by him. 

Thus, the Dillon estate tenant pays prac- 
cally $2 less on each $5 of his former rents 
Under landlordism, and has, too, the induce- 
Ment of knowing that in forty-nine years 
or less he will be undisputed owner of the 
property. The tenant here has better land; 
Ris holding is large enough to support his 
family; he is enabled to live better. 

It is this scene of better conditions and 
Stowing prosperity which the De Freyne 
Wants have had constantly before their

Pen Picturés of Misery. 


This, then, is the situation in the congested 
districts of county Roscommon today. Now 
for the actual conditions which are found. 
From Castle Rea, by jaunting car, you drive 
out over the best of etone slag roads to the 
littie village of Loughglynn, which is com- 
posed of a dozen houses in solid line on a 
Single street. You pass great stretches of 
land which, if broken up into farms, would 
prove the claim that famine in Ireland is 
merely artificial. But there are no people on 
these lands. They are given over to the com- 
fortabie grazing of cattle and sheep. 
Looking out ever the rolling country. 
heldged in by dwarfed mountain ridges, the 
splotches of bog lands stand out at intervals 
in this. country of green great blotches of 


black. On the fringes of these blotches, 


which are covered with stunted, dead looking, 
brown grass, you stumble on to a cabin of 
stone. It has one room, possibly, seldom 
more than two. 

‘There is a sea of mud before the door, the 
rain is dirving down, and its dampness is in 


Chlidren trot about in their bare feet, 
though the air is cold, and carries the chill 
of frost, which bites to the bone. In the in- 
terior there is, possibly, a floor of clay, cold 
as ice from the dampness of the bogs. A 
turf fire burns in a rude fireplace, and the 
principal cooking utensil is the eternal iron 
pot. The people sleep om the floor ora rude

punk, sometimes trying to keep warm with |. 


a bit of covering, sometimes having nothing 
over them at all. 


Land Wrested from Bog. 


Outside there are a few acres which have 
been torn from the bog by years of labor. 
This reclaiming of waste is most difficult. 
In the first place the turf must be cut down 
to a great depth. This can be done because 
this is the only substance afforded for fuel 
except the scarce supply of timber. Then, if 
a bed of gravel is not struck, grave: must 
be placed over this lowered surface, carried 
often for miles on the back of the worker 
and, necessarily, in small quantities and at 
a tedious pace. Then good soil must be 


‘found somewhere and spread over the gravel, 


this being manured and coaxed along until 
it yields a small harvest of potatoes, turnips, 
and, possibly, oats. 

It sometimes takes as long as ten years 
40 reclaim a few acres of bog land in this 
way. And, after all that drudgery, let rents 
fall behind and the landlord be exacting and 
the tenant is ousted and the landlord grabs 
the land ,the man who made it getting abso- 
lutely no compensation for his years of labor. 


Story of an Evicted Widow. 


Mrs. Conray, a recently evicted tenant, is 
42 years ot age. Her rent has averaged about 


$20 a year for four acres. She has three 


sons, and, through their going to England 
with each year’s migration of laborers, the 
rent was kept up until recently. Mud covers 
the path before the hut, though'stones have 
been laid in an effort to drive off the damp. 
Her rent fell behind. The debt grew until 
there was about due. She paid $30, but 
was unable to pay the remainder. Proceed- 
ings of eviction were instituted against her 
by Lord De Freyne. 

That was the end. The final chapter came 
when the emergency men marched up in 
a ragged bunch one morning and ordered the 
widow out of the damp shack of stone which 
was home to her and her family. A son lay 
dying of consumption, but that was no ob- 
stacle. His bed was picked up and he was 
carried out. Since then the “ emergency 
men have held the place, burning up the 
turf which had been cut and stored by the 
sons after days of hard labor.

Emergency Men in Control. 

„No, I don't let any one in, was the reply. 
„How many men are here? O, well, there 
may be four, there may be a half dozen, there 
may be more. In these things I guess it’s for 
me to know, and you to find out. And this 
is the precious police treatment England 
supplies her Ireland with. 

Emergency men live up to their name. as 
was shown here. They are not officers of the 
law inany way. No oath is administered to 
them before they go into action with fists and 
oaths. They are simply the rifraff picked up 
from the tough districts of Dublin, Cork, 
Belfast, and other cities. They are paid by 
the landlord and form simply an ousting 
gang to do his bidding as fast as the courts 
grind out decrees. They receive £2, or $10, a 
week now as a result of a strike. Before 
they asserted their demands for higher pay 
they were forced to be satisfied with $5 or a 
few cents over. They are out for the money 
and they stop at nothing, dragging tenants 
out by the throat if they set up any resist- 
ance and battering down doors, breaking 
windows, and even smashing in walls.

FAVORS FIVE-YEAR LIMIT. 


NORTHWESTERN PROPOSES A 
CHANGE IN ELIGIBILITY RULE. 


Term in Which a Man May Take 
Part in University Sports—Would 
Faver the Large Inatitutions— 
Amendments Arouse Much Discus- 
sion—Beliet That the Time Is Not 
Yet Ripe for Graduate Coaching. 


Even more radical in its effect on western 
college sport in general than Illinois’ propo- 
sition to allow students to play summer base- 
ball for money is a new eligibility rule pro- 
viding for five years’ participation in college 
sports Instead of four. This will be suggest- 
ed by Prof. O. F. Long of Northwestern uni- 
versity at the meeting of the conference of 
colleges on Friday. 

This suggestion is of prime importance, as 
it involves the changing of a rule which is 
one of the fundamental principles of the con- 
ference rules. It reads as follows: 

No student shall participate in baseball, foot- 
ball, and track athletics upon the teams of any 
edilege or conference for more than four years 
in the aggregate, and any member a college 
team who plays during any part of an interovl- 
Jegiate football or baseball game does thereby 
participate in that sport for the year. 

Northwestern advances a reasonable ar- 
gument for the change in that the fitting 
schools in the west do not send out material 
as well developed as in the east, where the 
four year rule also prevails, and a five year 
limit would thus give a better chance for 
coaches to discover material and develop 
more creditable teams. 


Advantage for Big Schools. 

There are disadvantages, too, which may 
be urged against the rule that five years 
would give the larger universities with pro- 
fessional schools too great “an advantage 
over institutions where the professional 
schools are not so well known. Many stu- 
dents after having played three and even 
four years on smaller college teams enter 
big universities to take law, medicine, or 
pharmacy, and thus would be eligible to 
play longer. 

A good suggestion in this regard was made 
yesterday by a prominent college alumnus, 
who suggested the Northwestern proposi- 
tion be modified so that any student enter- 
ing college regularly as a freshman and then 
Nen in the same college long enough 

A candidate for a professional school 


degree be allowed to play five years on the 


teams of that college, but that students 


| changing their universities be held to the 
four year in the aggregate rule. 


‘This would put a premium on first entering 
the college where the student intended to 
finish. 

Northwestern stands, too, as an advocate 
of compliance with conference rules of eligi- 
bility on the part of nonconference teams 
with which games are scheduled. The senti- 
‘ment in favor of this rule appears strong 
and it is likely to be passed. 

Northwestern also wants an amendment of 
the rule requiring lists of players to be sent 
to each chairman so as to provide for keep- 
ing a record in the possession of the com- 
mittee on eligibility. 

Regarding the summer baseball suggestion 
proposed by Illinois, the Evanston university 
is opposed to any change in the spirit of the 
present rule and probably would so vote in 
the 


Opposed to Alumni Coaching. 

The published suggestions from other col- 
leges aroused the expected discussion among 
college men yesterday. Alumni coaching 
was one of the propositions on which diver- 
gent views were offered. The genera! senti- 
ment appeared to be the theory of alumni 
coaching wae correct, but that the time was 
not yet ripe, owing to the fact that western 
graduates, as contrasted with eastern, have 
not as much leisure and would find it difficult 
even if well paid to leave their business for 
several months each fall to do this work. 

Chicago, Michigan, and Minnesota prob- 
ably would be its strongest opponents, as 
Stagg. Yost, and Williams are felt essential 
to the succese of football. Wisconsin might 
be placed in the same class, were it thought 
Phil King would return another year. At 
Madison there is a pronounced sentiment in 
favor of securing Arthur Curtis or Jerry 
Riordan in case King does not return. 

Holt probably will not be at Llinois next 
fall, and George Huff, Jake Stahl, Jimmy 
Cook, and other gridiron stars might form a 
coaching corps.. Northwestern has always 
had an element since the days of Potter and 
Van Doozer which favored graduate coach- 
ing. Knipe may leave Iowa at any time, 
where Joe Hobbs and Clyde Williams are at 
once eligible. Indiana seldom has adequate 
coaching, and Purdue is on record as favor- 
ing the idea. 


Would Change Date of Meeting. 
Another suggestion brought out by the 
present discussion is a change in the time fon 
molding the annual meeting of the confer- 
ence. Many think it should take place in De- 
cember or January after the respective col- 
leges have had time too cool off after their 
Thanksgiving climaxes and time to look over 
calmly their fancied grievances as well as

its special needs. 
In this connection we indorse the sugges- 
tion that the state should, as soon as possi- 
bie, assume charge of all insane patients and 
provide institutions for the care of all classes 
of insane and epileptics. There are many 
reasons why the insane asylum should re- 
main at the threshold of this great city, 
whether under state or county control.

“A brief statement of the class and num- 
bers of the patients that should be provided 
for with new buildings and the type and 
character of the buildings will be added. A 
careful scrutiny of the patients and inmates 
and a study of their needs suggest to the 
committee that quarters should be provided 
in new buildings for quiet, chronic, and 
working classes to the number of some 700 
or 800, male and female, who can be removed 
from various wards in the old buildings.

For the Consumptive Cases. 


„The intelligent and scientific care of con- 
Sumptive patients has occupied much of 
the attention of the cOmmittee.

4 ent consumptive hospital seems to the com- 


mittee quite unfitted for the needs of the 
class of patients attempted to be cared for 
there. There should be some attempt to 
discriminate between the hopeful cases and 
those which cannot be classed as hopeful. 
The best modern scientific methods of treat- 
ing hopeful consumptive cases require an 
abundance of fresh air, outdoor life, nutri- 
tious diet, and the best sanitary and hy- 
gienic surroundings. 

“We believe that any extensive attempt 


# to properly care for this class of patients 


would involve the establishment of properly 
constructed buildings or cottages located 
at some distance from the city, and sep- 
arated from the other institutions, so that 
the particular character of attention and 
care required by this class of patients can 
be given them. 

We recommend that cottages be con- 
structed of the type approved by the sub- 
committee for the accommodation of these 
hopeful consumptive cases, and that pro- 
visions likewise be made for the care of 
those cases that cannot be classified as 
hopeful, by the construction of wards or 
buildings for their accommodation within 
the city, on the present hospital grounds or 
elsewhere. 

“The adoption of the foregoing sugges- 
tion would leave the present consumptive 
hospital available for some other use. It 
has been suggested that it could properly 
be used for a general hospital for the in- 
stitutions, it being quite well fitted for a 
hospital building. 


Needs of Old Buildings. 


“The old buildings, particularly the old 
asylum building, should be thoroughly re- 
modeled. The plumbing should be over- 
hauled; the bathrooms and closets recon- 
structed, and wherever possible shower baths 
should be substituted and modern plumbing 
installed. In spite of the handicap of antique 
construction of this building, many improve- 
ments can be made in it looking to the com- 
fort of the patients. As soon as it is possible 
the old infirmary building should be con- 


Type of New Buildings. 

The new buildings to be constructed upon 
the recommendations of the committee should 
conform to modern ideals of asylum archi- 
tecture. They should not be more than two 
stories in height. Some of the buildings 
might properly be of the so-called pavilion 
type, provided, however, that they are con- 
structed with due regard to light and air, and 
should take such form that it will be possible 
to make the wards cheerful and homelike. 
In the main, however, the committee prefers 
the cottage plan of architecture. In remodel- 
ing the institutions and in the location and 
construction of new buildings attention 
should be directed to grouping and arrang- 
ing them with a reference to architectural 
beauty and obtaining a pleasing ensemble.“

Barrett Calis a Conference. 

Mr. Barrett aseured the mayor that the 
patronage of the sheriff's office would not be 
used to influence the committeemen, but he 
started out determined to get their votes.

on Mr. Barrett at the Grand Pacific hotel 
today. He will o headquarters in the 
Oriental room and be there to meet them.

RULE ON SPANISH WAR CLAIMS. 


Commissioners Define System by 
Which They Will Decide What 
United States Must Pay. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.— The Spanish 
claims commission has enunciated the prin- 
ciples by which it will be governed in pass- 
ing upon the various demurrers which have 
been submitted to it in connection with the 
claims now under consideration on account 
of the war between Spain and Cuba. f 

The general basis ie laid down that in as- 
suming the responsibility, which would oth- 
erwise have been Spain's, the United States 
is bound to pay all claims for which Spain 
could have been held. It is further held that 
the insurrection in Cuba had gone beyond 
the control of the Spanish government and 
that it was not responsible for damages done 
to foreigners by the insurgents. If, how- 
ever, it be shown that the Spanish authori- 
ties might have prevented the damage done 
in any particular case by the exercise of 
due @ligenmce, the commission announces 
that it will hold that Spain was Hable. 

The commission announces further it will 
take judicial notice that the Cuban insurrec- 
tion passed from the first beyond the control 
of Spain and sd continued until the interven- 
tion of the United States. It is further held 
that Spain was entitied to adopt such war 
measures for the recovery of her authority 
ag are sanctioned by-the rules and usages 
of international warfare. If. however, it be 
alleged and proved im any particular case 
that the acts the of Spanish authorities or 
soldiers were contrary to such rules and 
usages, Spain will be held able in that 


case, 

This decision .does not, however, go to 
the extent of saying that the reconcentra- 
tion orders were timate acts of war.

WISCONSIN PROPERTIES OF CON- 
CERN IN NEW COMPANY. 


Cobe-McKinnon Company of Chicago 
Buys Company Rights in State for 
($45,000 — Understanding Is That 

Business Will Be RHeorganized 
Anew—Eighteen Bidders in Field— 
Final Cost of Purchase Will Reach 
Nearly $100,000. | 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Wisconsin property of the Digin Creamery 
company, which became insolvent three 
months ago, was sold here today by order of 
Judge Romanzo Bunn of the federal court 
to the Cobe-MecKinnon company of Chicago. 

The selling price was $45,000, and the prop- 
erty includes 130 creameries in Wisconsin 
owned by the bankrupt company, with the 
exception of the creameries at Mineral Point 
and Wauzeks. 4 The purchasers are said to be 
desirous of reorganizing the insolvent com- 
pany upon a substantial basis, and it was 
through the petition of the receiver, the Chi- 
cago Savings, Loan and Trust company, that 
the court ordered the sale. 

The property sold includes, besides the 
creameries, the machinery, and the right for 
the new company to use the Elgin company’s 
trade mark for a period of seven months, 
after which it will be required to have one of 
its own. | 
Creditors Hard to Remove. 

After the passing of the insolvent Elgin 
Creamery company into the hands of receiv- 
ers, considerable trouble resulted because of 
the refusal of the occupants of the creameries 
to abandon, and it was only after several 
writs had been issued by the court that the 
property was surrendered. The new corper- 
ation will have to purchase the fixtures and 
other properties not specified in the sale, 
which will bring the purchase price up to 
$100,000. 

weventy-four Branches in State. 


In this state there are seventy-four cream- 
eries operated as branches of the Elgin 
company not involved in the sale. These 


are located principally north of here. They 


represent a value of $185,000. 

Six thousand farmers of Wisconsin at the 
time of the failure were creditors in sums 
of about $50 each, the aggregate being not 
far from $300,000. There was presented 
about $30,000 in claims for creamery sup- 
5 coloring, salt, and machine sup- 
plies. 

The largest of the Wisconsin branches are 
at the following places: Baraboo, Wauzeks, 
Bear Valley, Neptune, Yuba, Union Center, 
Hillsboro, Enterprise, Moore’s Creek, Tun- 
nel City, Fountain, El Roy, Vanhuser, Wind- 
sor, Rock Valley, Colman, Melvin, St. Mary’s, 
Brodie, Bloomingdale, Viroqua, Seneca, 
Gay’s Mills, and Mount Sterling.

Mr. Chancellor denied under cross exami- 
nation that he had ever stated to State's 
Attorney Deneen in the presence of Capt. 
Williams that he had advised the manager 
of the Masonic temple in the matter of pay- 
ing the taxes on the skyscraper, and that 
he had witnesses to prove that the money 
was paid over the counter in the , 
treasurer's office. 8 


Says Chancellor May Face Trial. 

As he was about to leave the witness stand 
Mr. Chancellor asked permission of the court 
to make a statement which would explain 
his answers to Mr. Barnes’ questions. 

“I objett to his making a statement until 
we come to the time of his trial,” said Mr. 
ew in accents that were anything but 
m 

The court gave Mr. Chancellor permission 
to go ahead, however, and the witness ex- 
Plained that it was true he had advised Capt. 
Williams to pay the taxes in currency, but 
the advice, he declared, had been given the 
year previous to the payment of the taxes 
of 1900. 

Mr. Chancellor was being asked questions 
concerning a conference in the state’s attor- 
ney's office, and his answers, nine times out 
of *en, were denials that he had said the 
things attributed to him by Mr. Barnes. 


Witness Free with Denials. 
Did you not in the presence of Mr. Deneen 
and Capt. Williams and Mr. Blair, and Mr.

No, not in that way.“ replied Mr. Chan- 
cellor. “I can answer your question in a 
different way, but not in the way in which 
you ask it.” 

Were you not consulted, and dic you 
mot say that you were consulted, in this 
yéar, 1901, by Capt. Williams as to the pay- 
ment of the Masonic temple taxes? 

Part of that is correct, and part is not.“ 
Was the answer. 

“Did you not say on that occasion, be- 
Cause the taxes of last year were paid in 
by check, that you advised they pay this 
year in cash, because you thought the coun- 
ty treasurer's office was representing Glos, 
the tax buyer?“ 

“That is correct, Mr. Barnes,“ replied 
Mr. Chancellor, adding that he had given 


the advice after the payment of the pre-

Mr. Barnes pursued Mr. Chancellor with 
more questions on the point whether he 
ever advised Capt. Williams. to pay the 
taxes, hoping to get a more satisfactory 
answer.

Barnes Hints at Indictment. 

In replying to the objections of the de- 
fenge, Mr. Barnes gave Mr. Chancellor a 
shock by referring to him as one of the 
conspirators subject to indictment.”’

Barnes, and if it be a fact that this man 
Was consulted with reference to the payment 
of the taxes in this dishonest fashion, and as 
counsel took part in this matter, he is one 
of the conspirators and subject to indict- 
ment, and he is put upon the witness stand, 
In view of the incriminating circumstances, 
to defend himself.“ 

“Didn't Capt. Williams ask you if he 
should have a stamp put upon the bogus re- 
ceipt showing that the property had been 
gold for taxes? asked Mr. Barnes.

Barnes,’ said the witness. 

Mr. Chancellor would not give a positive 
a to the question and finally was ex- 
cued. 


_ Court Checks the Defense. 

L. W. Bodman, secretary and treasurer 
of the Masonic Fraternity Temple associa- 
tion, was called, and Attorney Wing tried 
to prove that the two notes aggregating 
$2.500, which Mr. Gormiey signed with Capt. 
«Williams, were assumed by the association, 
but the court refused to hear any evidence 
on that point. 

Charlies 8. Thornton, law partner of Mr. 
fhanceilor. was the last witness of the day. 
Through him Attorney Wing made another 
ritack upon Attorney William C. Asay, but 
the objections of the state prevailed with 
the court and Mr. Thornton did not get an 
opportunity to reply toa single question con- 
cerfiing Mr. Asay. .- 

County Treasurer Raymond, his chief as- 
sistant, Charles W. Andrews, and his chief 
clerk, John W. Becker, were put upon the 
stand. Mr. Becker made a strong denial that 
he ever had any knowledge of a ring among 
the employés of his office for the fixing” 
of taxes. He also declared that it would 
have been impossible for Peter Storm to gain 
access to the rubber stamp in the treasurer's 
office which is printed on tax réceipts. 


Williams May Cause Sensation. 
Capt. Williams probably will be called by 
the defense today, and if he is, it is said, there 
will be a sensation of the first order. He is 
ready to unload a lot of information of a 
startling character. His frame of mind was 
revealed during Attorney Chancellor's exam- 
mation, when he laughed Gerisively at the 

lawyer's replies to Mr. Barnes’ questions.

OGDEN AXTENSION ON FILE

Cost of the Work. 


When Secretary May was asked how much 
this would cost he replied it was difficult to 
say exactly, but the expert testimony re-

Ald. Scully laid stress on the fact that 
while the old plan called for the condemna-

Teamsters may wear ruts in asphalt and 
brick pavements in Chicago to their hearts’ 
content and no one can stop them. Such is 
the result of the action of the city council last 
evening when the aldermen defeated the 
ordinance intended to prevent vehicles from 
being driven with two wheels in or on a street 
car rail and the others in a parallel rut in the 
pavement. Deference to the teamsters’ 
union is generally regarded as the reason 
for the vote. 

Ald. Werno brought the ordinance up, it 
having been recommended by the judiciary 
committee, and Ald. Hunter and O'Connell 
at once attacked it as impossible of enforce- 
ment. They declared it would give police- 
men arbitrary power, as it must of necessity 
happen that at some time or another a team- 
ster would be caught with one set of wheels 
on a rail, and he could be arrested for it. 

At length Ald. O'Connell moved to lay the 
ordinance on the table. This Ald, Werno 
moved to table, and it was done, 32 to 26. 
Then Ald. Sloan moved to amend by prohib- 
iting a teamster from so driving for more 
than a block at a time. 


Law Lost by Six Votes. 

Ald. Werno declared that this practically 
would defeat the ordinance, as it would 
give any teamster an easy excuse if he 
was caught violating the law. Then Mr. 
Werno scored the aldermen who talk to 
their constituents about their desire to save 
the pavements, yet, when it comes to acting, 
vote against an ordinance designed to offer 
the much needed protection. He moved to 
lay the Sloan amendment on the table, and 
this was done—30 to 27—but when the ordi- 
‘nance was put on its passage it received 
only 80 votes to T against, and failed, as it. 
requires 36 votes to pass an ordinance. 
The votes in the negative were: Kenna, 
Moynihan, Fick, Foucek, Novak, Cullerton, 
Moertel, . Zimmer, Cerveny. Friestedt, 
Fowler, Maypole, Strauss, Minwegen, Sulli- 
van, Dougherty, Schmidt, Kuester, Hart, 
Bradley, Butterworth, O'Connell, Bihl, Rec- 
tor, Ruxton, Race, Hunter—27. 

Council Goes to the Dogs.” 

Horse or, perhaps, more strictly speaking, 
dog play started when the ordinance provid- 
ing for the muszling of all dogs was intro- 
duced. It provoked more oratory and de- 
risive laughter than any measure that has 
been considered by the council for months. 

Ald, Werno called the measure up. It pro- 
vided that all dogs running on the streets 
must be securely muzzled from June 1 to 
Sept. 15 unless held in leash. The penalty 
was a fine of from $5 to $20. Ald. Butter- 
worth at once moved the closed season be 
from April 1 to Nov. 1 and Ald. Foreman 
cried out: That is nonsensical and brutal.“ 

It is neither nonsense nor brutality,“ re- 
torted Ald, Butterworth. Every one knows 
there are as many cases of hydrophobia in 
cold as in the hot months and as a matter of 
fact dogs running at large ought to be 
muzzied all the year around.” 

In spite of Ald. Foreman’s objection the 
Butterworth amendment prevailed and Ald. 
Mavor moved to amend still further by mak- 
ing the ordinance operative all the year 
around. It was here the oratory broke loose. 


About Men and Muzzles. 


It would be an outrage,” declared Ald. 
Foreman. I know of men who ought to 
be muzzled rather than dogs.“ 

“IT admit with Brother Foreman that 
some men ought to be muazzied,”’ replied 
Ald. Mavor, looking at Foreman, and then 
a laugh went up, which grew when Ald. 
Scully made what Ald. Conlon described as 
the greatest effort of his life.“ 

All this talk about hydrophobia is non- 
sense, declared Ald. Scully. ‘It is a rare 
disease. People think they have hydro- 
phobia when they are only scared. There 
is only one way of telling whether a dog 
has it or not and that is to take out his 
spinal column and examine it.“ 

Bow-wow- wow,“ came from all over the 
chamber, mingled with yelps, but Ald. Scully 
refused to be howled down. 

“There was a case at the hospital the 
other day of a woman who thought she 
had hydrophobia,” he continued, “ and aft- 
er she died experts from New York decided 
she had not.“ 

“She was dead, wasn't she?“ asked the 
practical minded Ald. Brennan, while a 
dozen others asked: Did they take out 
her spinal column?’ After that the Mavor 
amendment was défeated, 32 to 28, but the 
ordinance with the Butterworth amend- 
ment passed, 46 to 18. 

“Baby Farm” Measure Prased. 
The baby farm ”’ ordinance passed with- 
1 opposition. It provides that no person 
can keep for hire more than three infants 
longer than twenty-four hours without a per- 
mit from the health department. That de- 
partment is to have supervision of all such 
nurseries and they shall make monthly re- 
ports to the commissioner as well as keep an 
eccurate register of their business. 


Referendum Rule Is Introduced. 


Ald. Foucek introduced an amendment to 
rule 50 of the council, which went to the 
judiciary committee. It provides that all 
ordinances granting franchises to public 
utility corporations or for tunnels or sub- 
ways must be read three times, and not more 
than once at any council meeting. 
second reading amendments can be intro- 
duced, and then the ordinance and amend- 
ments must be published for ten consecutive 
weeks in some newspaper of genera! circula- 


tion. 


During these ten weeks if a pétition signed 
by 5 per cent of the voters is presented to 
the city clerk asking that the ordinance be 
submitted to a vote of the people, the clerk 
| shall so certify to the election commission- 
ers, who shall incorporate the proposition 
on the ballot at the. next election. Until 
that election the council shall not finally 
pass on the ordinance, and if defeated at the 
polls it shall not be passed at all. 

A request by Health Commissioner Reyn- 
olds for $15,000 additional to fight smallpox 
was sent to the finance committee. 

Ald. Dunn introduced an ordinance which 
went to the judiciary committee allowins 
H. P. Wall & Co. to erect billboards on Lake 
Street L stations after satisfactory ar- 
rangements for compensation had been made 
with the eity.“ 

Ald. Jackson explained that in his re- 
marks of a week before he had not intended

FINDS FAULTS IN CENSUS. 


ALD. SNOW, STATISTICIAN, DIs- 
CUSSES FARM REPORTS. 


Basis for Discrepancies Between De- 
partment of Agriculture Figures 
and the Others—Inconsistenctes in 
Bureau Reports That May Cast Dis- 
eredit Over Whole Enumeration if 
Not Explained—Change in Methods 
of Classifying Agricultural Lands. 


According to Ald. B. W. Snow, statistician, 
the discrepancy in crop figures of the census 
office and the department of agriculture at 
Washington lies between the bureau estimate 
on crops for 1899 and the census returns of 
actual enumeration. 

This enumeration““ said the alderman 
yesterday, is presumed to be the result of 
an actual farm to farm count and should be 
exact, while the bureau figures are not sta- 
tistics in a technical sense. They are mere- 
ly a presentation of a large number of per- 
sonal estimates, not one of which is known | 
to be exact. 

„The census enumeration, however, re- 
quires the construction and operation of a 
machine so complicated that failures to do 
the work properly are inevitable. More 
than 40,000 enumerators are employed to 
gather the facts, and these men, employed 
for only a month and without special train- 
ing, are certain to make a large number of 
incorrect entries on the complex schedules 
they carry. There are nearly 6,000,000 farm 
schedules to be handled by the enumerators, 
and later by clerks in Washington under higb 
pressure to complete the work in the time 
set by congress. 


Inconsistencies in the Census. 


„The committee of the national board of 
trade, which has been investigating the 
crop figures and methods of the two gov- 
ernment departments, has brought out in- 
consistencies in the census returns which, 
if unexplained, will impair all confidence in 
the general accuracy of the census agri- 
cultural statistics. 

„It shows that in 101 counties im the coun- 
try more land is reported in farms than the 
total land area of the county, ranging from 
a small excess up to 38 per cent excess in 
Merced, Cal., and 40 per cent excess in 
Monona, Ia. 

In 700 other counties, or one-fourth those 
in the whole country, the acreage in farms 
is reported as 90 per cent or more of the total 
land area of the county. This is an impos- 
sible figure when allowance is made for 
towns roads, water, etc. 


Crop Reports on Different Basis. 

When the investigating committee turned 
its attention to the department of agricul- 
ture it seemed only partly to recognize 
the inherent difference between the work of 
the two offices. The value of the figures 
of the department is comparative. To the 
public which is interested in annual crop 
estimates it makes no difference whether 
the corn crop aggregate is one Dillion or 
two billion bushels. What the public wants 
to know is whether the crop this year is 
larger or smaller than last year, and to 
what extent. It is the percentage of change 
that is valuable, and a statement in bush- 
els is merely a convenient way of making 
the comparison. 


Basis of Enumeration Changed. 


“The census statistician for agriculture 
radically changed the basis of enumeration 
in some particulars. The census of 1900 in- 
cludes as farms ‘ cranberry marshes,’ ‘ green- 
houses,’ and ‘ city dairies,’ items never be- 
fore included, and which have e to swell 
actual

render the results useless for purposes of 
comparison, and should not be permitted at 
the mere whim of any official.”

Defying the jjr is more troubled with 
National frauds perpetrated on the 
Government. government than the secre- 
tary of the. treasury, the 
postmaster general, or any other member of 
the cabinet. One reads frequently of the 
theft of letters and the coining of bogus sil- 
ver money, of the defrauding of the customs 
and of illicit distilling. Fortunately there 
are many accounts of the arrest of counter- 
feiters, smugglers, postoffice thieves, and 


for the welfare of the government. The 
secretary of the interior reports that millions 
of acres of government land are being unlaw- 
fully occupied by big grazing companies, 
which fence square miles in violation of the 
statutes of the United States and defy the 
officers of the government. The homestead 
laws are violated by scores and hundreds of 
families in the most barefaced fashion, with 
the assistance of land grabbing and espe- 
clally timber’ grabbing capitalists. The sec- 
retary says in a reassuring way that steps 
are being taken to make this all right. One 
is drawn irresistibly to the conclusion that 


it is safer to do it on the wholesale plan. If 
he uses @ revenue stamp twice he will be 
arrested and imprisoned, but if he takes 
thousands of acres he is not molested.

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. | 
The futuse of Ireland under present con- 
ditions is hopeless. Unless there is relief 
landlords and tenants are doomed to ruin, 
aud the depopulation of the country will 
follow; Rents are falling and must con- 
tinue to fall until a remedy is found for 
the diminishing productivity of the country. 
Mortgages are increasing where there is 
unythintg left to mortgage, and must con- 
tinue to do so as lang as the present economic 
system exists. The landlords live beyond 
their decreasing incomes: and are ufiable to 
meet the interest on their debts. They have 
no employment on the farms worked by 
their tenants and the tenants have no in- 
terest in farms they can never own. 
The English government is responsible for 
the situation. It .confiscated the land of 
the Irish for the benefit of the English 
garrison, which has outlived its usefulness 
and can no longer be supported by the coun- 
try by reason of foreign agricultural com- 
petition and the absence of native industries. 
The government which confiscated the land 
killed the industries by tariffs in the interest 
of Hinglish manufacturers. Now the de- 
Scendants of the Puglish garrison and the 
despoiled Irish clans are suffering as the 
result of two policies as shortsighted as they 
were iniquitous. The English cabinet of to- 
day is the heir of the sins of generations of 
cabinets. 
The secretary for Ireland says that the 
lundiords and the tenants must fight it out 
and that the government can give no relief. 


individually cannot cure the ills which the 
English collectively—as a government—im- 
posed upon them. The task is too great. 
If the landlords and tenants are left to fight 
it out the population of the country will 
be reduced by death and emigration. The 
United States will gain citizens, but Ireland 
will become more wretched than itis. Hu- 
munity and policy forbid that the English 
government should commit the blunder of 
leaving the two classes to their own im- 
potent devices. The time for reform is ripe 
and the plan offered is feasible, if not ideal. 

It will cost the British government $50,- 
000,000 to undo the wrong its predecessors 
have done. Only the government can raise 
the $500,000,000 to lend the tenants for 
the purchase of their holdings. If it were 
to recover only $300,000,000 instead of $450,- 
000,000 of the sum it would be the gainer, for 
it would allay the discontent which threatens 
the national security. As Tur Trisunez has 
pointed out before, the real Irish question is 


the land question, and not “ home rule.” 


When the land question has been solved it 
will be time to talk about an Irish parlia- 
ment.

% TARIFF COMMISSION. 
Senator Allison’s long legislative experi- 


. | ence has made him distrustful of tariff com- 


missiohs as a guide to tariff legislation. It 
happens sometimes that congress has not the 
technical knowledge which it should have to 

be able to deal intelligently with a scientific 

or quasi-seientifie question, and time may 
be saved and more intelligent legislation ob- 

tained by imposing on outside experts the 

labor of getting the necessary information 

and of drafting a bill. Even then congress- 

men reserve and exercise the right of pri- 
vate judgment. They are not always willing 

to defer to the views of experts. It is the 

private opinion of congress that it comes as 

near omniscience as any body of men can 

get. 

There are, as Senator Allison says, tariff 

experts in the senate and house — men who 

are as familiar with tariff conditions as the 

best informed manufacturers, merchants, 

or professors of political economy, and who 

are quite as competent to determine whether 

a schedule should be raised, lowered, or left. 
as it is. The most highly scientific bill—in 

the opinion of its framers—submitted by a 

unanimous tariff commission would be 

picked to pieces by the congressional ex- 

perts. By the time congress was through 

with the work of the commission the parents 

would not recognize their child. 

No commission likely to be appointed 

would make a unanimous report. Senator 

Allison properly ridicules the opinion that. 
such a commission should be bipartisan or 

nonpartisan. Congress is republican, and a 

commission, if appointed, should be repub-

Any commission 
will submit a majority and minority report 
on some points at least, and it is not unlikely 
that congress will dissent from both reports.

is competent to investigate for 
itself the question of the revision of tariff 
schedules. Therefore there is no need of a 
commission. If one were to be created it 
would simply mean delay. If there are 
schedules. which are in urgent need of re- 
vision there should be no unnecessary delay. 
On some occasions President Roosevelt has 
suggested that the creation of a tariff com- 
thission might be advisable. Probably he 
will change his mind when he is fully ac- 
quainted with the reasons which lead Sena- 
tor Allison and other experienced legislators 
to believe it will not be advisable. 


THE ZEISLER-SAINT-SAENS INCIDENT. 
Paris, almost from time immemorial, has 
been a musical storm center. It is not re- 
markable, therefore, that Mme. Bloomfield- 
Zeisler should have been the victim of a 
small cyclone, especially as she, probably 
unwittingly, provoked it by displaying “a 
red rag to the bull.” 

Paris began its musical riots in the ninth 
century, when it sent some singers to Rome 
to learn the Gregorian system. They fell 
foul of the Italian singers so fiercely that 
Charlemagne had to interfere. Whether 
Lully or Rameau was the greater composer 
so agitated the Parisians that they formed 
themselves into Lullist and Rameauist fac- 
tions and forght furiously. Glück scarcely 
had set foot in Paris before the followers 
of Piccinni organized a cabal. A contest 
began which involved the whole city, and 
those who knew something of music, as well 
as those who did not, arrayed themselves 
with the colors of Marie Antoinette, who 
espoused the cause of Glück, her teacher, 
or of Mme. du Barry, who was the friend of 
Piccinni because Louis XV. was. When 
Rossini went to Paris, for some inscrutable 
reasons the advocates of Mozart made com- 
mon cause against him. Wagner's persecu- 
tions in the gay capital are matters of con- 
temporary history. He made a good fight, 
but his enemies were legion, and no per- 
formance of his Tannhäuser could be 
heard because of the yells, catcalls, and the 
blowing of innumerable whistles with which 
the anti-Wagnerites provided themselves. 
At last the unfortunate composer took his 
score under his arm and went away, as sorry 
a man as Tannhäuser himself upon his re- 
turn from his wanderings. The same riot- 
ous tendency was shown in the days of Vic- 
tor Hugo when the classicists fell foul of 
his romantic dramas as reflecting upon the 
dramas of Racine and Moliére. 

There appear to have been two reasons for 
the extraordinary treatment of a lady by 
people who say they are the most polite in 
i the world. First, she not only was a foreigner 

but a foreign artist appearing in a Lamou- 
' reux concert, which has never happened but 
once before. Second, and probably the true 
reason, she had the audacity to appear be- 
fore a Paris audience, largely composed of 
musicians, to play a concerto of Saint-Saéns, 
who is persona non grata with the musi- 
cians’ union, because he not only did not 
sympathize with its members but denounced 
them for their conduct in striking for higher 
wages and shorter hours. That Mme. 
Bloomfield-Zeisler, a foreigner, should pre- 
sume to play in a Lamoureux concert was 
an affront. That she should play a concerto 
by Saint-Saéns was an audacity. The one 
offense might have been condoned. The 
other was unpardonable. As always hap- 
pens, the audience was divided into two fac- 
tions, the musicians and the genera! public. 
The musicians unquestionably would have 
won the fight had not the police and the 
troops been called in and ejected the rioters. 
It hardly can be believed that Mme, Zeisler 
had any intention of defying the musicians’ 
union by playing the Saint-Saéns concerto. 
She probably chose it because it is a brilliant 
and popular composition. Rut, having be- 
gun it, it is creditable to her Chicago pluck

INDIVIDUALISM EXPOSED. 

Hoisting the engineer with his own petard 
has always been regarded as one of the most 
exquisite of practical jokes. There was ap- 
preciative applause, therefore, at the North 
Clark Street Trades Union hall last Sunt- 
day afternoon when Emma Goldman called 
the attention of her audience to the fact 
that even in the hall in which they—the rad- 
icalse—had assembled special provision was 
made in the way of chairs for the comfort 
of the women present. Why this conde- 
scending gallantry, this assumption of mas- 
‘ culine superiority in the endurance of hard- 
ship? - Had not the radicals—meaning not 
only red flag radicals but radicals of all 
varieties of emblem—spent the last seventy- 
five years in a voluble and even violent as- 
sertion of the equality of the sexes? Yet 
at the apex and ultima Thule of radical- 
ism, at a meeting of the Chicago Philo- 
sophical society, when the speaker was to 
be no less a person than Emma Goldman, 
there emerged from the lower and presum- 
ably subdued part of the nature of the men 
present that consideration for woman as the.

RINCE OBOLDPNSKI’S assailant, a 
nihilist of the name of Katchura, is 
. the first of his tribe to be subjected to 
the new methods inaugurated by the 
Russian government of dealing with 
so-called political assassinations and an- 
‘archical outrages. Until now men such es 
the one who attempted to kill the governor 
of Charkow were tried by courts martial and 
sentenced to death on the gallows, the death 
penalty having been retained in military 
procedure, though long snce abolished in the 
/ civil jurisprudence of Russia. These exe- 
cutions, as required by military law, were 
invariably carried out publicly, and served 
to enable the culprit to pose as a martyr and 
to imbue other nihilists with a yearning to 
‘geek notoriety in a similar manner. 

Indeed, this craze for notoriety is, accord 
‘Ing to the most careful students of the nihil- 
ist and anarchical movements, the chief 
cause that prompts the cranks connected 
therewith to seek what they believe to be 
fame by attempting to assassinate some 
monarch or by perpetrating some sensa- 
tional outrage. It has long been asserted 
that if there were some .way of eliminating 
the sensational notoriety from these crimes 
their number would decline in a marked 
manner, 


Emperor Nicholas and his minister of 
interior, Senator Plehve—a remarkably aun 
er man—have taken this advice to heart and 
are now endeavoring to put it into practice. 
From now on people implicated in nihilist 
and anarchical outrages will no longer be 
sentenced to the gallows nor enjoy the ques- 
tionable glory of a public execution. They 
will, like the assailant of Prince Obolenski, 
be condemned by military courts to penal 
servitude for life in the mines of Siberia, 
and from the moment that sentence has been 
passed they will vanish from sight and noth- 
ing more will be heard ot them. The utmost 
secrecy will be observed with regard to their 
conveyance to the mines in the most remote 
portions of Siberia, and once they reach 
their destination they will disappear in the 
bowels of the earth, never to see the light 
of the sun again, and doomed to:labor in 
the.mines until released by death. 

This punishment, with ite{ secrecy, the 
mystery by which it is environed, the pros- 
pective of the horrors of the Siberian mines, 
and especially the absence of all publicity 
and sensational notoriety, will, it is believed, 
prove far more efficacious than the gallows 
in putting some check upon the number of 
nihilist outrages, which have become un- 
pleasantly frequent in Russia during the 
last year or eighteen months. Prince Obo- 
lenski, it may be added, has to a great ex-

remainder of his days.

exchequer indefinitely. 

Few people, even in England and Belgium, 
are aware that the duke of Wellington re- 
ceives this sum each year from the Belgian 
government, and it was by mere chance that 
the fact was brought to public light the other 
day, owing to some legal proceedings being 
necessary in order to cut a road through 
the land which, ever since the year 1817, has 
been affected to the payment of this an- 
nuity. The latter was voted to the first duke 
and to his successors by the Dutch govern- 
ment, along with the grant of the Dutch 
title of prince of Waterloo, in recognition of 
his victory over Napoleon in 1815.

— * of the fonds cent centering in Chicago ts 
doing as large a business as at this time 
last year. Statements issued yesterday 
show a falling off in east bound shipments of 
grain and flour, and in deliveries of grain 
here by the western roads. 

The shortage of cars is blamed for this con- 
dition. Railroad officials claim that if they 
had all the cars needed to handle the traffic 
promptly, shipments would be far in excess 
of last year. 

Although shipments are smaller, the earn- 
ings of most of the roads are larger than a 
year ago, which is due to the better mainte- 
“mance of freight rates. Rate cutting was 
prevalent in 1901 to an alarming degree and 
no attention was paid to ironclad agree 
ments. 


Injunctions Hold Up Rates. 

A compiete change was wrought by the ts- 
suance of injunctions against the leading 
eastern and western railroad lines last 
spring, restraining them from cutting rates 
secretly. Those injunction proceedings ac- 
complished more for the railroads than they 
have ever before been able to bring about by 
their own efforts, and they feel grateful to 
the interstate commerce eommission. 

The advance in rates lately agreed on does 
not go in effect until Dec. 8. If the new 
rates can be maintained, and shipments do 
not seriously decrease on account of the 
higher freight charges, railroad earnings will 
continue to show up well during this win- 
ter, 
last winter.

Inquiry for Switching Rate. 

The railroad and warehouse commission 
of Illinois will commence an investigation at 
Springfield today against the East St. Louis 0 
terminal lines, which are accused of making 
excessive switching charges at that point. 

For the last twenty years it has been the 
practice of the railroads at Hast St. Louis, 
Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, and other 
western business centers to make a switching 
charge of $2 per car when the shipper ordered 
a reconsignment after the car had been 
Placed on the team tracks. If notice of re- 
consignment is given by shipper before a car 
is placed at the terminal no switching charge 
is made. 

Railway officials here assert that the 
switching charge of $2 is less in most cases 
than it costs them to move the cars. They do 
not anticipate that the railroad and ware- 
house commission will order any change.
